The monkey, 
curiously enough, shares the immunity 
to strychnine poisoning with inverte- j K arnell, 
brnte animals. Another phenomenon is 
the rat. 
The num ber of ra t poisons 
sold by druggists is legion, but there is 
one poison which never enters into 
their 
composition—namely, 
digitalin, 
the active principle of the foxglove. 
One-linlf grain of this poisonous prin 
ciple suffices to kill a m an within three 
quarters of an hour, but the rat abso­ 
lutely refuses to let it kill him. 
W hen it is discovered th at a huraau 
being has swallowed oxalic acid, the 
first thing the doctor does is to give his 
unfortunate patient a good dose of 
chalk, technically knowui as calcium 
carbonate. 
Strange to relate, chickens 
are not poisoned by oxalic acid. for the 
simple reason that their intestines con­ 
tain the antidote in the form of qunu-

and refusing to be destroyed. 
G overnor A m brose Shea discovered 
th at the fiber of the leaves w’hen 
stripped of the o u te r covering of 
green was the firm est and w hitest of 
rope fibers, and, soliciting the aid of 
E nglish capitalists^ he at once set to 
work to m ake the sisal an im port­ 
a n t item for com m erce, and now tho 
incom e is nearly $ 1,000,000 a year 
to the island of Nassau. 
An acre of land will produce an­ 
nually half a ton of fiber, and th© 
plants last from tw elve to 
fifteen 
years. 
Only the poorest and scant­ 
iest soil is necessary, and no clim at- 
is effects influence the grow th of th© 
plant in the least. 
All th e available land In the isl­ 
and has been bought up by capital­ 
ists since the sisal boom, and th© 
governm ent has already received a 
fund of $250,000 from bounties and 
grants, wfhich will be used in public 
w orks on the island. 
The sisal in­ 
d u stry has spread to neighboring isl­ 
ands, and plenty of em ploym ent is 
given th e natives at from 50 cents 
to ,a dollar a day. 
They have been allow ed to buy 
go v ern m en t land in ten-acre lots at 
$10 each, paying for it out of the first 
y e a r’s crop. 
In this w’ay m any of 
them 
have becom e independent, a 
ready m arket alw ays 
existing for 
their produce.
